is the recent annolincement that the 
two latest battleships, rated the most 
powerful in the world, will be fitted 
with catapults for the discharge of 
aircraft, of which they will have two. 
Three of the county class cruisers re- 
cently commissioned will each carry 
one aeroplane. These aircraft cata- 
pults are expected to add enormously: 
to the effectiveness of a fleet for the 
radius of cruiser vision will be mater- 
ially increased without imposing on 
her the disadvantage of having to 
stop or alter her course in order to 
gain a certain position relative to the 
wind..One Japanese ship, the Akagi, 
completed this year, has accommoda- 
tion for 50 airplanes; the Mosho, also 
Japanese, can carry 26; the United 
States ship Longley, 34, and the Brt- 
tish Hermes about 20, a similar num- 
ber being assigned to the Argus.

Deserving Poor In Brussels Are 
Obliged To Keep Books 

In order that the populace of Brus- 
sels may be able to distinguish the 
deserving from the undeserving poor, 
a central identification office has been 
established at Brussels for the pur- 
pose of investigating cases of “pan- 
handling.” 

Where such cases reveal a real need 
the beggar will be issued an identifi- 
cation booklet in which all persons 
contributing will be required to note 
the amount of their contributions. In 
this manner the authorities hope to 
keep track of beggars’ receipts and 
prevent them from imposing upon the 
public. Large posters are displayed in 
all big cafes and other public places 
warning the public against giving to 
unauthorized persons,

Outlook Favorable, 


Sir Herbert referred to the year’s 
developments in industry, trade and 
finance as generally satisfactory. 
The foundation for the development 
which has taken place is sound. Sir 
Herbert declared that as yet there 
are no indications of industrial and 
commercial inflation. . Production is 
not expanding to a point unwarrant- 
ed by growth and demand and it is 
a noteworthy fact that the whole ex- 
pansion has taken place during a 
period characterized by moderately 
declining prices. On the whole the 
financial situation in agriculture, in- 
dustry and commerce is more settled 
than at the beginning of the period. 
Summing up the business situation,

said there is a good feeling of opti- 
mism throughout the industry. In- 
terest at the present time is - being 
directed to the increasing markets 
for Canadian cream in the eastern 
United States.) Cream is crossing 
the border to the populous centers 
‘there at the rate of what is equiva- 
lent to 25,000,000 pounds of butter, 
per year, he said. : 

There is no Surplus of dairy pro-; 
ducts in Western Canada. After in- 
creases in butter production in 1924, | 
1925, and 1926, there was a decline in} 
Alberta production during the past 
year because of the improvement in 
the grain crops and the consequent 
neglect of the dairy industry. 

“Alberta has a good future in the 
dairy business. There is no doubt 
about ,"’ said Dr. Ruddick. The 
British market is the greatest mar- 
ket, but he noted that the oriental 
market ig steadily growing. Con- 
sumption of Canadian dairy goods 
is mostly confined *o the foreign 
population in the oriental countries, 
although the Japanese are beginning 
to use Canadian butter, Butter was 
shipped there twenty-five yeary ago. 
It bas been incfeasing during late 
yéars and Canadian butter has given 
good satisfaction. 

Dr. ‘Ruddick said there is no un- 
usual problems before the Canadian 
daifymen at the present time. Tech- 
nical problems will. be chiefly dis- 
cussed at the convention here,
